HALF BREED SCRIP. 

The Ottawa Free Press publishes an inter- | 
view with John R. Hall of the department of 
interior regarding the petition sent down by 
the half breeds of the Northwest for scrip for 
children born between 1870 and 1885. Mr. 
Hall said that the petition had been sent in all 
right but the legal ages had declined to allow | 


the claims made, as the settlement of 1885 was 
a finalone. The ground of refusal, Mr. Hall 
says, is as follows: 
When Manitoba came into the confederation | 
in 1870, the half breeds then resident there had | 
wertain claims by virtue of their Indian blood, 
which claims the Dominion government agreed 
o recognize, and an agreement was entered | 
inte by which, in extinguishment of all these | 
‘aims each head of a family was granted 160 | 
acres of land. and each child born previous to 
July 15, 1870, 240 acres. In the course of time 
he half breeds of the Northwest Territaries 
nade demands on the government to be treated | 
similarly to the Manitoba half breeds, It was | 
hese climes that caused the trouble in the 
Northwest in 1885. In that year, during the | 
vil War commissioners were sent to the North. | 
weet to make « settheanent. All the half breeds 
swked wae that they beplaced on the same footing 
ae the Manitoba half breeds These claims the 
coreemenert allowed that aa. ecery head of a 
tamil) wae allowed land sor for 160 acres or 
moneys eorp for 100, aed each child born be 
tore July 15th, 1890, 240 weres or 200, This 
stViement wae regerde! as final, Wat now the 
Northweet hell breeds hewe tecrensed then 
demands and ask for sorp tor all chuldren born 
between 1870 and 1885. This claim the govern 
ment bee relased te consider “The hollow 
nom of the agitation about half breed lands,” 
Mr. Wall continwed, “ie shown by the fact that 
at least wine tenths of all the Northwest half 
breeds ask for money scrip in place of land | 
serip. All they wanted was a little ready cash. 
Those who really profited by the transaction | 
were the speculators who bought up the scrip | 
ata big discount. It was ascertained by the 
commissioners that many of those in the North. | 
west who were making the loudest outcry about | 
their rights not being recognized were Manitoba | 
halfbreeds who had had their claims allowed in | 
their land grants and moved to the Northwest | 
and set up new claims.” 
“Have the Manitoba half breeds made any | 
new claims since the sttlement of 18707” ‘‘None , 
whatever. They have been quite satisfied, and | 
those of the Northwest should be also. All | 
they asked in the first place was to be treated | 
the same as the half breeds of Maniteba. They | 
have been so treated, and that should end the 
matter. As amatter of fact they have been | 
treated more liberally. Some 1,400,000 acres of | 
land were set apart for the Manitoba half breeds, 
and this was allotted to them. That is, each 
one was given a definite tract of land and had 
to take what was alloted, having no choice in . 
the matter. The Northwest half breeds on the 
coutrary were given scrip, and they could | 
select their own land in the most fertile regions. | 
If this new claim were allowed it would not be 
long before claims would be made for the child 
ren born since 1885, and soon without end. | 
These half breeds are st rong, hearty men, as 
well able to earn their living as white people, 
and should doso. Some of them are hard 
workers and have become wealthy by their own 
efforts, and all of them could at least earn a | 
comfortable subsistence if they would exert 
themselves.”

If there are two parts of the Canadian wes: 
that have been systematically held up as th 
most desirable for a new settler to go to in

| increased from 252 in 1887 to 528 in 1802. 
| County court suits increased from 141 in 1887 
| to 417 in 1892, and Queens bench suits increas 


ed from SI in 1887 to 429 in 1892 as a proof that 
there is a lack of prosperity. The remedy pro 
posed is a reduction of freight rates and bette, 
shipping facilities. The real cause of the trou 
is pot Jack of industry on the part of the people 
or of productiveness on the part of the country. 
neither is it the difference of a cent or two p 
hundred in freight rates. It is simply the te 
rible drop in the price of wheat, which has no \ 
fallen so low as to leave only the smallest mar 
gin of profit to the farmer ou even a good crop 
and on a poor crop or with low price 
leaves him necessarily ata loss. If the farmer 
raised horses, cattle, sheep, pigs, poultry, veze 
tables, ete., well as wheat, in fact if his farm 
produced him a living exclusive of his wheat, he 
‘ould stand a smallloss on wheat for ayear or tw 
while waiting for better times. But when hi 
raises nothing but wheat and must pay fo 
everything out of the price received for that 
wheat, if the price received in any one year fal! 
below the cost of production, having no other 
resources, he is in debt and must 
stand olf his creditors one way or another 
either incourts or by giv ing mortgages. Thus 
a wheat farmer cannot possibly stand more 
than two or three vearsof poor crops or low 
prices. On the other hand if he raised th 
greater part of his own living by a system ot 
mixed farming.by having less to sell and less t« 
buy, the outside market price of produce or 
rate of freight wonld affect him less, while he 
would be in a position to make more out of his 
produce by holding what was low and only sel!

ing what was high, as the wheat farmer cannot 
do. Of course success at inixed farming requires 
a country suitable for it, just as wheat or any 
other kind of farming requires a country suita 
ble for it. It isasa region for mixed farming 
that the Edmonton district stands pre-eminent 
and is why there is such a movement from the 
wheat farms of the Red River and Palouse, to 
this district. People have became tired of 
working for the railway compames, the machin 
ery agentsand the note shavers, as those of 
Portage la Prairie and Brandon are doing, and 
wish totry working for themselves for a few
